JAMES FENIMORE COOPER 


JAMES FENI- 
MORE COOPER 
was born in Bur- 
lington, N. J., Sep- 
tember 15, 1789, the 
eleventh child of a 
family of twelve. 
When but a young 
child, his father, 
Judge Wm. Cooper, 
moved his family to 
the wilderness of 
undeveloped New York. There, on Otsego 
EAP the Coopers built their mansion, “Otsego 
all.” 
Judge Cooper, an aristocrat of Quaker de- 
‘svendancy, parceled out his land to settlers, 
"thus beginning the historic village of Coopers- 
tow: ned after his father, this city has 
since rec@tved world-wide prominence, for here 
‘Abner Doubleday laid out the first baseball 
diamond. Here, too, stands baseball's Hall of 
Fame, the shrine to the diamond’s immortal 
players.” 
. Bante passed his boyhood on the edge of the 
~ vast mysterious forest which housed Indians 
and animals alike. Here Cooper obtained his 
vast knowledge and understanding of the 
~ woods. While playing and associating with 
boys and woodsmen he knew, James learned to 
stalk prey and read the mysterious signs of the 
* forest. 
Abandoning his formal education at Yale, 
Cooper spent two years at sea until 1811, when 
he married Susan De Lancey of “Hextheote 
Hall” in Westchester, \the daughter of a rich 
landholding family, The young couple lived a 
quiet life in the countryside in Westchester 
County, until Cooper, accidentally, found that 
he had ability for fiction writing, Spurred to 
.netion by his wife's challenge, he authored his 
first novel “Precaution,” which was published 
in 1820. 
Friends encouraged him. Cooper, having 
heard the real life story of an American spy in 
“the Revolutionary War, created a fiction char- 
acter “Harvey fireh” in his setting and sou 


“The Spy” was published. With his entrance — 
into the literary field, Cooper moved to New 
York City with his family, and became active 
socially. aS 
“Natty Bumpo,” one of fiction's most cele 
brated characters, known to the Indians as 
eather Stocking,” was-introduced in “The 
Pioneers.” So popular was this gentle woods- 
man, that he appeared in five other novels — 
known as “Leather Stocking Tales. bs 
Cooper's next great novel was ‘The Pilot” 
written as a result of a controversy over Sir 
Walter Scott’s “The Pirate.” In ‘discussing 
Scott’s novel, Cooper said that it would, have 
been written better had Scott been a sailor. To 
prove his point, Cooper 
wrote “The Pilot,” using 
his experience at sea ax 
background. The acclaim 
that followed this book . 
made Cooper the out- 
standing sea-novelist of 
his day. 
-“The Last of the Mo- — 
hicans” written 1826, is Cooper's supre: 
work. It is the second of “Leather Stockin; 
Tales” and introduced two masterfully por--_ 
trayed Indians, “Chingachgook and his son, 
Uncas,”” ~ 
Cooper went abroad and continued turn 
out rich streams of exciting stories of the for-— 
est and the mong them “The Prairie, 
“The Pathtinder” and “The Deerslayer.” Hi 
fame now knew no bounds, his novels wer 
being translated into French, German, Not 
ain, and other language: 
ver of nature, wrote of the trails 
s milurally. Hard in appearance, simple 
and good within, Cooper held in wholesony

SACO IS SOCKO! 


By GEORGINA CAMPBELL 


‘When western efficiency and 
oriental cunning get together, 
the results are often spectacular. 
Especially when American cour- 
age and Chinese endurance com- 
bine, the rest of the world doffs 
‘its hat. This is the story of 
SACO, whose secret can be told 
now that peace has come—a 
peace SACO helped produce. 
SACO—the Sino-American Co- 
_ operative Organization .. . 


Twenty. miles outside of Chungking, lies a cer- 
tain narrow valley hidden between the mountains. 


“Some years ago, even as Japanese war lords arro- . 


gantly strutted through China, smirking as their 
barbarous soldiers pillaged and tortured its citizens, 
a small group of Chinese guerrillas met in a cave 
in this valley. Ignoring the dangers of discovery, 
they discussed how best to turn back the invader. 
One night their leader spoke, excitement banishing 
‘his usual calm. He was General Tai-li, head of the 
Chinese Central Government secret police organ- 
ization. This was known as the Bureau of Investi- 
gation and Stati: of the National Military 
Council—a title descriptive of an organization 
similar to our F.B.I. “Our great American ally is 
sending Admiral Miles to China,” Tai-li said. 
“When he arrives, we shall meet here for discus- 
sion.” : 


Nights later, Rear Admiral Milton E. Miles 
met the Chinese in the cave. The time was shortly 
after Pearl Harbor. Already America was striking 
back ar a treacherous foe. 


Miles explained his mission tersely. “With your 
help,” he said, “I hope to set up'aweather-reporting 
net covering the Chinese coast. The weather gov- 
erns the United States Navy’s operations.-It’s es- 
sential that‘our Navy continuously receives accurate 


reports of Pacific weather. Un- 

+ less our Navy can get such re- 

ports from the Asiatic mainland 

—well, I shouldn’t like to fore- 
cast what might happen!” 

For a few minutes after Miles 

had finished, no one spoke. The 


Chinese were not even consider- | 


ing the frightful risks involved 

in operating a weather-espionage 

service under the Nipponese 
nose; they were just thinking how best such an 
organization could “be set up. Finally Tai-li spoke 
up: “We'll need radios,” he said. “Can America 
supply them?” Miles nodded. “We can get all the 
-tadios we need and we can bring over technicians 
to train your men,” he replied. Tai-li smiled. “I 
think we'll work together very welll” 

How well‘they worked together is now history. 
Starting with a handful of Chinese and American 
volunteers, the organization spread rapidly and 
efficiently throughout Japanese-occupied China. 
American Navy men with radios were sent out 
with Chinese, trained to"work with them. Listen- 
ing posts were set up, protected by Chinese guer- 
rillas, These, specially trained and equipped by 
Admiral Miles, were able to. detect from afar an 
approaching enemy and to track him down and 
despatch him before he could sound the alarm. 
Soon a constant flow of information about the 
weather and Japanese activities was going our-to 
American air, rfaval and ground forces. The net 
operated so well that even by the end of 1942 the 
U.S. Fleet was getting regular and reliable reports, 

While the original agreement between Tai-li and 
Miles waS known informally as the “Friendship 
Project,” a new agreement was negotiated in 1943 
between Dr. T. V. Soong and the late U. S, 
Secretary of the Navy Frank C. Knox. This new 
arrangement, approved by the late President Roose- 
velt and by Generalissimo. Chiang Kai-shek, was 


SACO. It became one of the strongest interna- 

tional bonds two countries can have. 

In addition to more Navy men, many Marines 
“were brought out to operate with General Tai’s 
men, Chinese units which originally had the mission 
of protecting the Americans and their weather and 
radio intelligence stations, were developed into a 
large-scale guerrilla organization. Radio stations 
operated from the northern reaches of the Gobi 
Desert to the borders of Indo-China. Ranging 
widely through the Yangtze Valley and Southeast 

_ China, SACO systematically raided Japanese gar- 
risons, tearing up communications, blowing up 
enemy coastal and river shine and gathering infor- 
mation. ‘ 

Moving ceaselessly around Jap garrisons, SACO 
kept an amazingly complete check on-everything 
the Japs were doing in China. The Americans 
taught Chinese new variations of guerrilla warfare 
and supplied them with the latest. weapons. The 
Chinese taught our men a few tricks of oriental 
Warfare, which proved equally valuable. F.B.1. 
experts and men from the Federal Bureau of Nar- 
vorics trained the Chinese in counter-espionage. The 
result was a great improvement §n Chinese security, 

SACO spies managed to reach the Fourteenth 
Air Force. Their information enubled it to bomb 
Japanese supply dumps, grounded planes, ' ships, 
trucks, trains and troops, Heavy damage resulted, 
both from a military and morale viewpoint. 

When this had been accomplished, SACO sent 
more men to the Fourteenth Air Force: men 
specially ‘trained in aerial cuba The EULA
